Urited States and of the Btate of Pennsyl-
¥Yania,

We, therefore, recommend that the Cham-
ber of Commerce protest aguinst the passage
of said bill, and further that the subject be
referred to the Committee of Munufscturers
for their action on the bill.

The report passed upanimously with
searcely any discussion and copies of the
report were ordered printed and seat to the
members of the Legislature,

resolution requesting the Legislature to
print an edition of 3,000 copies of the report
the of Erie Ship Canal Commission for dis-
tribution.

The day Dever arrived
there Joe Willinms, who has been arrested
in Ohio, a8 a memberof the gang, introduced
him to Mr. Shaw, of Howmestead, and
secured boarding for him at Mr. Shaw's
house. During his entire stay in Home-
stead Williams, Dever, Fitzsimmons and
several others were almost inseparable com-
panions, but evidenee against the others hus
not yet been obtained,

On the day of the Scehmidt robbery Mr.
Shaw demanded five weeks’ board which
was due him from Dever. Mr, Frankshaw
eave Dever a nots to the superintendent in
Pittsburg snd paid his car fare. The man
came to Pittsburg, secured $5 and then
disappeared, . Aiter that hour he had suffi-
cient time to returo to Homestead and take
part1n the robbery.

Aanother bit of evidengg against him was
found when Willinms was arrested, *‘I
hear they have arresttd poor Dever, 100"
At that time no onesave the detectives knew
of Dever’s connection with the erime,
Diever is a member of a good family and his
parents live at Frankford, n fashionable
suburb of Philadelphia, Detective Mutrphy
wiil go for him to-day.

Manofacturers of Patent Medicines
Cannot Maintain a Trust,

STATUTES ARE AGAINST THEM.

Contracting Stonemasons Vote to Lockout
Their Employes,

MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIAL ITENMS

The proposed uzm‘bimtioa of the manp-
facturers of proprietary medicines and
wholesale drupgists sgainst department
stores and other deslers who eut the prices
of these medicines has proved a failure,
The promotors of the scheme have discov-
ered that they could not operate the coupon
plan without coming in contact with the
national anti-trust law, and the plan was
therefore dropped. They also found
that =everal States have special statutes
that would be violated by the operation of
the system. Tt is reported that the organi.
ration had secured the indorsement of the
required number of manufsoturers, and the
plan wans to have been submitted 10 the re.
tail trade for their approval, when it is said
a legal opinion that had been secured,
stopped all proceedings. The legal advisor
reported that it would be impossible fo
maintain avy scheme by which several man-
afscturers combine for the mutual mainte-
pance of the prices of their sevaral commodi-
ties.

A Maker Sets His Own Price,

Any plan to maintain prices for which a
suceess of hope can be entertained must be
one in which an iodividual manufacturer
seeks to maintain the price of his own man-
ufactures alone, Further, it is given out
that a manufuciorer may control the price
of his goods. He may refuse to manufae-
ture and he may refuse to sell save at such
prices as skall be satisfactory to him, Il he
canoot maintain his retail prices his whole-
sale prices must suffer, and he therafore has
the right to insist upon the maintenance of
a retail price for the purpose of sustaining
the wholesale price.

For these reasons those at the head of the
combine concluded that, as the plan forbade
the sale by wholesale dealers to retailers on
a “prohibited list,”" and prevented a remiler
from receiving a rebate in case he did not
maintain the designated price, it was notsa
safe one with which to be identified.

A cnll was made at the wholesale estab-
lishment of George A. Kelly & Co. yester-
day, but Mr. Eelly is absent from the city.
He was closely identified with the scheme,
and while he teared all along that the plan
was not one of the safest, he hoped some-
thing could be done to check the cutting of
prices on this class of goods. From another
druggist it was learned that the effortin
this direction will not be dropped entireiy.

Still in Hopes of Some Schemes,

““The manufacturers are in earnest,” he
said, "and they will not stop here. Some
plan will be thonght out wery shortly, and
an effort will be made to operate it. In the
meantime, three or four of the manufac-
tores will proceed with the coupon plan, as
individuals, as has been suggested, and
from itmay be gained ssme pointers for a
more feasible scheme.”™

Mr. May, of Fleishman & Co., when
seen, said: *'I heard last Saturday thal the
combination wus a failure and we are pre-
paring to celebrate our vietory by hoisting
flags over our drug department, We de-
feated thiz sehame in 1884 and have dooe so
ugain., I koew it could not bes s suceess,
Outside of its legal aspects it was not a
practical plan.

A HOT METAL ROUTE.
